IF Onſiider firſt, that as Eue our firſt Paretj 
We Y and Mother of vs al, was not created 
'Y immediatly of earth, as Adam was, but 
# taken from his rib (it being a priui. 
ledge only due to Adam, fo tobe frame 
of virgin-earth) and was therefore called Virago, fet. 
ching her extraction as it were Vno : So our ſecond 
Eve , our Spiritual and Celeſtial Morher , adopting vs, 
& engendring vs as children , through the Deawes of

A bow commonly hath a ſtring , isbent withan 
arrow in it, and hath the horns conuerted rowards 
vs , as menacing the Foes, Our Bleſſed Virgin1s 2 Bow 
indeed , but withoutthe ſtring of ſeueritie , becauſe 
moſdiuft ; and without menaces and feare , becauſe 
moſt ſweet ; and hath two horns wirhal,to wit, Grace

anytheleaſt blemiſh-, or ſpot inher ; & ſo beneficial 
withal, as to communicate her graces vnto vs 1na 
far higher nature,and thoſe in ameaſure ſo immenle?

vp a Court ; among whom, as a choice Heſter , 1s one 
eſpecially ſcle&ed by that great 4ſſuerss of Starres, to 

caſt his moſt amorous glances and fayreſt influence 
vpon. This happie and auſpicious Starreis knowne 

and called by diuers names, according to the py 
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the diſcharges in the great 4ſuerw his houſe. For firſt 
is ſhe ſtiled by the name of Venws, not as the Goddeſle 
of Loue, whichthe Poers feigne, but forthat ſhe diſpo. 
ſes them to.loue, whom ſhe iwayes,and exerciſes her 
vertues on.Secondly, ſhe 1s called the Morning-Starre, 
becauſe ſhe ſhewes and declares the Morning now at 
hand,and cuen begins the ſame herſelf with her bur= 
ning torch, to glad the world withal , who then be« 
gins to ſhake off ſleepe, and diſperſe the miſtie va« 
pours, which ſo long had ſhadowed & clowded ouer 
the Gemell Starres or Eyes of the Microcoſmes of 
men.Thirdly,they cal her Lucifer, inthat her light ex 
ceeds ſo much the other Srarres; ſo as wel ſhe may be 
fayd,the Heſter of the al, And fourthly, ſhe istearmed

So likewiſe the Bleſſed Virgin 
though ſhe be the greateſt Srarre in the Heauenlie 
Hierarchie, yet thought ſhe alwayes humbly of her- 
ſelf; and ſeemed the leaſt & meaneſt of al the Daugh- 
ters of Hieruſalem,while ſhe liued onearth.For ſhe was 
humble in mind,in word, & fa&:in mind, becauſe ſhe 
euer preferred others before herſelt; as Ioſeph : Th 
Father and I with heauines baue ſought thee ; In <4 
becauſe ſhe called not herſelf the Mother of Goo, 
nor Ladieof the world, nor Queene of Heauen , but 
the handmayd of Cyuri1sT, when ſhe replyed ſo: 
Behold the hadmayd of our Lord; and agayne,He bath regar- 
' ded the lowlinesof bis handmayd; Andlaſtly in fa&,becauſe 
that after ſhe was now becomethe Morberof Gop;ſhe 
made herſelf the handmayd of Elrabeth, when ſhe mini- 
ſtred to her for three months togeather that ſhe re- 
mayned with her, 

Conſider then, how this Starre of ours isas the Pole- 
Starre or axeltree of the Firmament, For as the whole 
circumference of the leſſer Srarres encompaſleth the 
Pole, and the wheel enuirons the axeltree round : So 
is the whole Firmament of Saintlie and Angelical 
Starres,about this ſingular & ſoueraigneStarre,that is, 
the whole Celeſtial Court of bleſſed Spirits,wheele, 
aS it were; and beſet the Virgm round, becauſe they 
encopaſle & enuironher about as theQueen & Ladie 
of the al, according to that which the Church ſings: 
Like the dayes of the ſpring-time doe the flowers of roſes & lilies 
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of the vallies beſet herround, that is,the Orders of Confef- 
ſours and Virgins;and the Propher ſayth:The Queen ſtood 
at thy right had,in a garmit al of gold with yarietie beſet reund. 
For the Saints are a certain robe or garment of the 
bleſled Virgin, adorning her richly indeed like a Ladie 
or Queen, where the Apoſtles afford theembroderie 
of gold; Martyrs,the ground of ſcarlet, Confefſours, 
Saphyrs and Emeralds; and the Virgins, the Orient 
Pearls and Diamonds, 
Poder laſtly,that as this Starre is moued moſt ſwiftly 
by the motion of its Superiour, to wit, of the vpper 
firmament or chief Mouer, becauſe it dayly carries it 
about the world;but moues moſt ſlowly of its owne 
notion, for that they ſay it moues but one degree in 
a hundred yeares.S0 the bleſſed Virgin, our delicious 
Starre , moued never of her proper motion, but 
through the motion of her Superiaur, to wit, the 
Holie-Gboſt ,, for as much as moued by the Holie-Ghoſt 
made ſhe a vow of Chaſtitie, and kept her virginitie 
inuiolable , and that perpetual ; moued by the Hoke-

wel. For no other tree,ts ſociuilized as it; noother 
tree ſo vſeful and profitable to the neighbour ; no 
other tree, ſo medicinal. The firſt makes him a Citi» 
zen,at leaſt a free Deniſon amongſt men; the ſecond, 
a Marchant;and the third, aPhyſictan ; and what are 
theſe but trades , faculties, and profeſſions of men? 
Mmerus was the firſt as the Payntm Antiquitie wil 
hane it , who found-out the culture and planting of 
the Ole, and expreflio of the lickour thence,or preſ- 
ſing of the Oyle; howbeit they grant the Plant had 
been euerexiſting,and had growne before, but alto. 
geather vnknowne tomen , among the other trees, 
And for a good white was not the Ole to be found, 
bur with the Athenians; and therefore rhe Epidaurians 
contracted with them , to fend them yearly Olive 
branches for their Sacrifices, And for as much as 
the lickonrof the Olme, as the Oyle exprefled, is apt 
 foralarts,they held Mimerns was the Inuentrefle of al 

zrts, Fox furely, there is hardly anic Art,thar makes 
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not vie of this vnuous lickour, we cal Oyle of Oliues; 
There are two ſorts of theſe Oliue-trees; the one Ci- 
uil, as I ſayd,and fit for Citries, bredand trayned vp 
in Gardens ,, wel cloathed with Oltue-coulour ſuits 
wirhout,and faced or lined with aſh-coulour within; 
the otherWild , and fitter for the forreſts , being 
ſomewhat of a harſher & more churliſh diſpoſition; 
as being ful of thorns and prickles mingled with the 
leaues , and whoſe fruit ſeldome or neuer cometo 
good , as hauing little acquaintance or familiaritie 
with theSun, that perfe&s al things, by reaſon of the 
thickets of the forreſts where they dwel , which 
hinder it, But for the nobler & more generous Ole, 
they are high and tal of ſtature , wel branched, and 
with as manie armes and hands to feed vs with , as 
had Briariws to {ling and hurt with, Their lowers and 
bloſſomes cluſter togeather,like to grapes;the fruit, 
made Oual-wiſe , being long and round, about the 
bignes of our damſons ; whoſe bones within, were 
they as ſmal asthefleſh is good, the marchats needed 
not to venture ſo far as to the Indies for gold or ſpi- 
ces, while Spayne and Itale would hold them trade 
enough, As for the Oyle, the Poets, who are punc- 
tual & Religious in their Epithets,are wont to ador- 
neand mark out alother lickours with their proper. 
attributs, as totearme the milk , candid; the honie, 
liquid gold; the Roſe, crimſon; the wine, brisk; but 
the Oyle of al others, they cal humid,a qualitie com- 
mon to.al lickours , chiefly , for that it hath no 
ariditic of anie mixture with it, as other lickours

Cal then to mind 
that admirable Doue , which Noe, the greatreſtorer

Chriſt dying , ſhe languiſhed as dead; and he ariſing 
from his Sepulcher after his death , ſhe reuiued 
againe as it werefrom death, And ſo that ſame Epi. 
taph more fitly might be applyed to theſe Dtuine 
Lowers , Our amourous Palmes , which a certain Poet 
of ours had framed for a payre of profane Louers, 
dying both with one andthe ſelf-ſame ſword;

might not be caſt toſwine, ortrampled vnder foot, 
Monſters arerare indeed, and yet moſt hateful, and 
prodigious, It is the worth then thar giues the price 
to things, The Sybils Books were valued lefſe being 
nine, then whenthey were but three ; not for the 
plentic of thenine, or ſcarcitie of the thtee ; but to 
let Tarquinizs ſee , the true eſtimate and value of each 
one; and had he not perhaps taken her at laſt at her 
w ord, as he did, he had paydas much for one alone, 
as for the nine , orgone without it, Yea gold itſelf, 
were it as common happely as manie other things 
are of litle worth , would yet be in as great eſteeme 
as now it is, through a certain excellence it hathin 
itſelf abeue others. And therefore £$, Iobn did very 
wel, todreſſe vp Gopal in gold, and paue thePara- 
dice of ioyes with the ſame ; for otherwiſe, do I 
feare , that manie an one , would neuer haue had 
anie great thirſt after it ; who gore. would 
better haue liked the horns of Lucifer , tipt 
with gold , then thoſe of the Moon with ſiluer,

Theſe Pearls beſides , if they be right Margarits 
indeed, are faire, white, and cleer; for ſuch as are ſo, 
are truly of the beſt, and a great deale better then 
thoſe whichare dimmer,and of a yellow and duskiſh 
coulour ; For thoſe which are faire,white, and eleer, 
are bred ofthe morning-dcaw;end the others,of thar 
which falles in theeuenivgs. And our Incomparable 
Margarit , was predeſtinate ſo from the morning of 
the eternal Decree in Heauen, ſo created,as it were, 
ab init:o & ante ſecula , while the other pearls of lefle 


regard were only produced, in the euening, after - 


that ſinne was brought into the world, 

This Margarit therefore ſo faire,ſo white, and cleer, 
ſignifyes our heauenlie Margarit and glorious Virgen, 
who was beautiful and faire in mind through 2 
morethen Angelical puritie of hers conſiſting inthe
